Hisrony axp Furone Proseecrs. — It nas becu
ubout thirty years since the Lauvel Hill Ceme-
tery Company was st organized and com-
menced operntions, At that time it s believe |
that there waus but one other institution of the
kind an the world, the Mouut Aoburn Cemetery,
uear Boston, which dales its innugurstion &
few monihis provions to the one al Laurel HillL
The ground tret wnken up by the company wis
but twenty aeres in extent, but by additions
from time to tme this has been merensed to
ever one hunored and twenty acres, and we
lenrn it the compuny bms recently elfected
the porchese of Gfiy acres more, extending
towards the Columbin Bridge, on which they
wilt commence their projected improvements
In the ensuing spring. The present time is,
therefore, an approprigte one for calling the
sttention of the public to the subject.

There being bul one rival cemetery in exist-
vince at the time that the Lavrel Hill Company
commenced their operations, and this one being
then @ mere experiment o & lew months, the
vew undertaking encountered all the ridicule
und opposition whien s ingeparable from the
varly astory of every uulcrprm- of u new and
pruf=eworthy charicter.  The clurgy ol tne
different denominatious, in partienlar, direeted
their great wlluence geainst the movement, the
principal objection urged by them being the

in the  country, This opposition has
long since  been overcome, und now
nlmost every Christinn denomination

lends its countennnce and encourngement, Tue
retains of the Inte Bishop Poter, of the Epis-
copal Diocese of Pennsylvania, have fouud their
lust resting-place here; ava the toltewing,
wmong seversl of the oy churches, huve regu-
lur burying groupds witbhin its limits:—The
Fith Baptist, St. Stephen's Episcopal, St. Jobhn's
German Luthersn, and the Society of Friends.

ol the  Sehuylkiil its  swl), nstead of
being the mwoist oclay  usually found in
lower looalities, is composed of dry sand and
ernvel, Being distuot only four miles from the
busipess pentre of the city, it enjoys likewise
the eombined sadvanisge ot g o the rarsl
distmots, and yet easily and resdiny accessible,
withoul the necessity of crossing u viver, either
by bridge or £ orry.
The general aspect of the grounds has beey
undergoing constaut tmprovement o the way
of -l_r-.hl'me. planting, and plotting. The beaaty
ol s monuments hns also been secured ut un
tunormous outlay, the cost of Lhe stone wod
wrrble used belng eatimated at over $4,000,000,
I3 ot Hkely that its present state will ever
retrograde, as cick purchaser ol 4 lot I8 required,
on the exeeution of his deed, 1o contribnte o
sl sum, which s added to the permanent
tund for keepiog the grounds in general repair,

ANKIVEEBARY OF THE STAMrorD (Exa-
tAND) Buws-RusNing — How taxm Fuxn Was
HPOILED BY THK "'SOCTRTY rOR THE PREVENTION
or URUELTY T0 ANimaLe,"—0ne of the anclent
teadittonm y costoms of the town ol Stumford,
in Lincoloshire, Englavd, was a ceremony
termed Bulbrunmng, which foll on the 15th ot
Noyembor,

The custom 18 apld to have dated from the
daye of Kipg John, Une day, a8 Willlam, tarl
o Warren, was standing on the baltlements ot
his enstie, be witpessed a upht belween two
bulls in the meadow, Some bulchers attempted
to part the combutants, when one ot the bhulls
ereated o furious uprosr by rushing headions
through the town, lﬂw chivalric Earl thereupon
mounted s horse and purapea the  firloons
animal in high glee. So delighted with the sport
was this valiant gouticman, that he bequeathed
the mendow o which the combut began to the
guild o1 butchers, on the condition that they
shonld enable the townspeople to enjoy Iike
sport ance a year, by providwg a bull for the
purpose,

In the seveuteenth century the sport was con-
ducted fn this fashlion:— A bull was lfurnished
by the tuichers und placed in the stable of the
Alderman over night, On the mcrning of the
18th the bell-man of the town perambulated the
strects, commanding cvery one to close his
shop-door and_gate, and threatening with im-
irtsonment al! who were guilty of doing vio-
ence 1o strangers,
in this regpect, u guard was appointed to col-
dnel teasellers throngh the town without hatin,
Those who intended to pursue the ball were
likewise cautloned against placing any iron
upon their clubs or staves. The prociamation
being ended, the bull was torned loose at the
Alderman’s boure: und theun, sccording to thoe
local historian, the following spectacle was pre-
septed i —

“Hivie-skivy., lg-rag, men, women, and
chilldren of all soris and =ize=, with all the dogs
in town, runming after bin, spattering dirt
each others' tuees, that one would think them
to be so muny (uries started out of the wlernul
reefons lor the punishment of Cerberus, us
when Theseus and  Perillus  conquercd the
place, as Ovid deseribes it:—

A rapped troop of boys and prls
Do rollow him with stones

With clubs, with whips, and man, nips,
‘Ihey part his skin irom bones,"' "

In Jater days the sport was somewhut modi-
fied, The bull, naving been turned into o street
which was barmended at either end with coris
and wugons, was irftated by chrowing bats ot
him. The barricades were then removed, und
then the whole erawd—bull, men, boys, and
doge—rvushed pell-mell thivough the «treers. The
great oblect was to “brioge the bhull" by forelngs
bim on the structure woleh spnoned the Wel
land, and then be was rouglily selzed by as
miny a8 dared approach, aud hurfed bodily 1nto
the stream, The apimal would then swim Lo
the shore, when the rtace would be continued
through the “Bull-meadow,” wmany ladierons
mirhops happeninze to the pursopers from the
niry state of the soil at that =eason of the year.
When all were tired the bull was killed, ana ihe
day wound up with a generad supper on bull-
bheet,

This ridiculous custom was long continned
und greatly encouraged by the anthorities,
sven condidates for Parliament wera aecu--
tomed to propitinte thelr constiluents by fui-
nishing bulls for extra entertainmients ol this
kind, The Conservatives, in canvassine the
borough in 1831, enuied a bauner bearing o
representation of s rumpant bull,

n 1833, however, the *“Society for the I're-
veution of Cruelty to Animals” Interfered, but
gt that time without success, [n 183G they
made another etfort, procuring the indictment
of all who participated i the pustime, The
sport wus aull kept up, leading to a collision
between the milltery and  the Hall-mad popu-
luce. In 1850 o strong milttary foree was on
nand, and the bull being young and doelle, he
was taken captive,  Thie was the end of L, as
the good peorle that year found they had Lo
toot 4 bill of £600 for the expenses ol the null-
tary aud extra police.
